Reveal Method 
For Detecting 
Early Cancer 
• 


CHICAGO, (AP)—A specialist 


said today a 
"revolutionary 


method" has been devised for de- 
tecting hidden cancer as much as 
five to seven years before it 
reaches the large tumor stage or 
causes suspicious symptoms. 


When internal cancer advances 


to the stage of causing distress, 
only a percentage of sufferers can 
be saved from death. 


The detection of latent or pre- 


visual cancer Is done by cytology. 
This is a method where organs or 
other areas of the body examined 
are scraped or swabbed, and the 
surface cells obtained are exam- 
ined under a microscope. 


Dr. J. Ernest Ayrc of Miami, 


Fla., director of the cancer cyto- 
logy center of the Dade county 
cancer institute, said the proce- 
dure is so simple and painless that 
every doctor's office can become a 
cancer detection center. 


In a paper to the 16th annual 


assembly of the United States and 
Canadian chapters of the interna- 
tional college of surgeons, he said: 


"Cancer of the uterus, cancer 


of the lung, cancer of the prostate, 
cancer of the larynx and throat 
and other forms can be diagnosed 
with great accuracy by using the 
cytology test. 


"In cancer of the rervix and 


lungs, 
cytology 
offers 
earlier 


diagnosis than any other known 
method. 


"Cytology is the only method 


known to medical science to en- 
able the discovery and location of 
a cancer before it is visible or 
causes symptoms."

George C: Marshall resigned 
today as secretary of defense. 
He will be succeeded by the

deputy 
secretary, 


Robert A. Lovett. 


Marshall, 70, was appointed 


defense secretary one year 
ago today. He is quitting "for 
very personal reasons." 


The soldier-statesman, a 5- 
star general, was army chief 
of staff in World War II and 
later was secretary of state. 
He sponsored the European 
recovery program which be- 
came known throughout the 
world as the Marshall Plan. 


Upon the resignation of Defense 


Secretary Louis Johnson a year 
ago, Marshall came out of retire- 
ment to become the first profes- 
sional military man to head a U.S. 
military department since 1916. 


Marshall himself announced his 


resignation 
today to Pentagon 


newsmen but forbade publication 
of the news until the White House 
announced it at 9 a.n>. (GST).

'Freedom Train' Refugees To 
Be Allowed to Remain in West 


HOF, Germany—(AP)—The U. S. high commission announced to- 


day that all political refugees aboard the Czech train which cracked 
through the Iron Curtain will be allowed to remain in the West. 


Twenty-five of the "Czechs have asked for asylum "in the free 


West" after a spectacular flight from their Communist homeland yes- 
terday. 


Eighty-six other Czechs who 


rode the "freedom train" as un- 
willing passengers will be return- 
ed to Czechoslovakia. 


Recall Policy 


A high commission announce- 


ment recalled a statement last 
April by Commissioner John J. 
McCIoy that American authorities 
"will not return political refugees 
to Soviet orbit countries where 
there freedom or even lives would 
be in jeopardy." 


"This policy will be adhered to" 


in the case of the runaway Czechs, 
the announcement said. 


It said the Czechs arc tempor- 


arily in the custody of the U.S. 
Seventh army "which is making 
every effort to provide suitable 
food and accommodations." 


No Longer Bearable 


"We did it because it is no long- 


er bearable to live in an east 
European country," said Frazek 
.larda, engineer of the train and 
a leader of the daring ttc*p« plot. 


"We have been preparing for 


this a long time," he told report- 
ers. "W« brought food and cloth- 
ing—everything we could." 


Thousands have fled to Ger-

Pope Calls on 
All Christians 
To Fight Reds 


VATICAN CITY —(AP)— Pop* 


Pius called upon all Christians to- 
day to unite "under one flag"— 
the Roman Catholic church—to 
fight Communism. 


An encyclical letter, described in 


an official Vatican summary as 
"of great importance from histor- 
ical, doctrinal and pastoral view- 
points,"'was issued by the pope on 
the occasion of the 15th centenary 
of the Council of Chalcedon. which 
outlined aspects of the nature of 
JesusXhrist. 


The encyclical, entitled from its 


first two Latin words, "Eternal 
King," 
reaffirmed 
the 
Catholic 


church's doctrine that Jesus Christ 
has both human and divine nature, 
and reasserted its belief in the 
primacy of the pope, th« bishop of 
Rome. 


The encyclical urged all Chris- 


tians—but especially those of the 
East, the Orthodox Catholics of 
Russia—to return to the Roman 
Catholic church. 


It called upon all Christians "as 


soon as possible to unite under one 
banner against the stormy assaults 
of the infernal enemy." It asked: 


"Who is not horrified by the 


hatred and the ferocity with which 
the enemies of God, in many coun- 
tries of the world, threaten to de- 
stroy or try to uproot all that 
there is divine and Christian?"

The Communist party has closed 


its doors in many states and 
sharply reduced its activities in 
others, a nationwide survey show- 
ed today. 


The FBI sees this as a sign the 


party has gone underground. 


Buc a spokesman for national 


Communist headquarters said: 


"We've done the best we could 


to try to keep our heads above 
^ ground. It is ijot our doing that 
• pressure from authorities, threats 


of violence and local ordinances 
have prevented public meetings, 
kept us from renting halls and 
barred us from renting 
office 


space." 


Whatever the reason, many 


state branches of the party have 
closed shop. In other states, offi- 
ces remain unmanned, telephones 
unatflwered. Issuance of literature 
« has stopped, or been heavily cur- 


tailed. 


Leaders in Jail

{•ays party membership has fallen 
from 52,000 last year to 37,000 at 
present. The party's top leaders 
are on bail, or in jail for conspir- 
acy. 


Meetings, when held at all, 


usually are of small groups in 
private homes.

'* ters — national headquarters in 


New York and a regional office in 
Boston—recently have m o v e d 
from well-furnished quarters in 
good locations to smaller, cheaper 
layouts.

Threats Will Not Free Oatis 
But Quiet Pressure Might 


The dressing-down given the new Czech ambassador by 


President Truman and Secretary of State Acheson over the 
Oatis case was necessary for the record. Yet it's hardly 
likely they imagined these tactics would have much effect. 


Nor should we take too seriously the starchy protest of 


Dr. Vladimir Prochazka, the Czech envoy, that the Oatis af- 
fair is closed and that his government will not yield to pres- 
sures of any sort.- 
* * * 


It should be obvious that Czechoslovakia's Communist 


regime will not knuckle under to American threats hurled 
publicly either by high, officials or congress. In fact, it is 
pretty safe to say that the longer, we keep the steam up over 


' the Oatis imprisonment, the longer will this Associated Press 


correspondent languish in a Czech jail. 


Communist concern for prestige cannot permit any other 


course. The Vogeler case is an instructive precedent. Men 
who know how Robert Vogeler's release from a Hungarian 
prison was obtained will tell you that publicity was the enemy 
of our efforts. 
* 
* * 


But this does not mean nothing can be done. Note that 


Prochazka carefully specified that the Oatis case is consider- 
ed closed from the "juridical point of view." In the minds of 
many that could mean it is still open from the political stand- 
point. A deal is evidently not impossible. 
> 


What kind of deal? That's not an easy question. But in 


spite of all Prochazka's bluster abjdut'ndt yielding tb.'pressure, 
there is a strong likelihood that we may hit upon some com- 
bination of restrictive measures which will so-hurt the Czechs 
that they'll be willing to trade Oatis off to be rid of them. 
• * * • 
. . . 


One thing that undoubtedly helps to explain Czechoslo- 


vakia's present obstinacy is our adamant refusal to curb the 
highly successful propaganda broadcasts from Radio Free 
Europe near Munich. The Reds are deeply disturbed over 
these programs, and their disposition has not been improved 
by our rejection of their formal government protests. 
»• • • , 


They may remember- that one concession granted the 


Hungarians for Vogeler's release was a shutdown of powerful 
Voice of America broadcasts from Munich. In that instance, 
however, our loss was more imaginary than real, since we 
could beam VGA programs to Hungary almost as effectively 
from Salonika, Greece. 


Radio Free Europe is different. It's a privately sponsor- 


ed enterprise, and by all odds one of our most dramatically 
useful propaganda efforts. Closing it down is a price we 
probably will not pay. 
* • » 


Some other bait may nevertheless appeal to the Czechs. 


The vital point to remember now is that the Vogeler talks 
were ultimately successful because they were secret; they 
were not conducted in an atmosphere of threat and bluster. 
The Hungarians gave way at a time when they may have 
concluded that their own people, and perhaps the outside 
world, had largely forgotten the issues involved. 


There is utterly no reason to believe it will be any dif- 


ferent with Oatis. if there is any hope at all of freeing him. 
When you're dealing with Communists, it's necessary to re- 
member that bluster begets bluster. The only way we could 
make good on tough talk would be send an armed expedition 
after Oatis. Is that how we want another war to start?

This Can Fool Only the Experts 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


You can't work a first-class 


swindle "against a second-class 
player. He won't even notice what 
you're trying to do to him. That's 
why today's hand is such a gem. 
It took a great player to cook up 
the hoax play that eventually set 
the contract, but declarer had to 
be an expert to fall for it. 


West opened the four of spades, 


dummy won with the queen, and 
East signalled loudly with the ten. 
South discarded a low diamond 
and cashed the king of spades' to 
discard his other low diamond. 
West followed suit with the five 
of spades, since to drop the deuce 
would tell declarer that he had 
started with five cards in the suit. 


Declarer now led the jack of 


clubs from dummy • allowing it to 
ride to West's king. West returned 
the six of spades (still concealing 
the deuce), and dummy won with 
the ace. Declarer next took the 
ace of clubs, rutfed a club in dum- 
my, and led back a low trump. The 
jack of hearts forced out West's 
ace. 


West could now lead the jack 


of spades, and South ruffed with 
the three of hearts Declarer next 
laid down the ace of diamonds, and 
East chose this moment to throw 
a monkey wrench into the works. 
East happened to be Samuel M. 
Stayman, author of the Stayman 
Convention and one of the most 
brilliant players in the world. He 
nonchalantly dropped the king of 
diamonds 
without 
a 
second's 


thought or hesitation. 


South thought about this for a 


while. East apparently had no 
more diamonds, he certainly had 
no more clubs, and there was only 
one spade out. It seemed that 
Slayman's remaining cards were 
K-8-6 of hearts and the missing 
deuce of spades. If this were so, it 
would be fatal to lead another 
trump. East would take the king 
and lead the last spade, where- 
upon East would be bound to make 
another trump trick. 


Declarer therefore led his last 


club and ruffed in dummy. On this 
trick, however. West discarded his 
remaining diamond and East over- 
ruffed the king of hearts. Now 
Stayman returned a diamond and

o a fire m Dixon usually causes 
crvice line trouble, 
Coe said. 


Three breaks in service lines were 
reported Saturday following the 
Mansion Nursing home fire. 


The breaks were at the Nachusa 


jotcl, Dixon National bank and at 
!alena avenue and Seventh street. 
The old service lines were re- 
placed with copper pipes expected 
,o last for many years. Workmen 
abored all Friday night to stem 
the flow of water from the service 
ine break at the hotel. Coe could 
not estimate the amount of water 
ost because of the breaks. 


Explains Reason 


The water company manager ex- 


plained why service line breaks 
are reported in bunches now in- 
stead of over a drawn-out period 
as in years past. Formerly the 
water pressure was stepped up 
every night to fill the water tank 
on Pcoria avenue which supplied 
that section of the city dunng the 
following day. 


When the city growth made this 


system 
unusable the 
company 


stopped increasing the pressure 
nightly and the flow to and from 
the tower is constant. Now the 
pressure is increased only in case 
of fires. Since there may be no 
fire for a period of a month no 
service line breaks occur until 
there is a fire somewhere in the 
city.

top office next year. 


Stratton Next 


State Rep. Orville G. Hodge of 


Granite City already is an avowed 
candidate and State Treasurer 
William G. Stratton plans to an- 
nounce his candidacy for governor 
Sept. 24. 


So far there has been no move 


by Republican organization lead- 
IBrs to form a state slate although 


many county chairmen are report- 
ed to javor such action. 


Rowe announced his candidacy 


at a celebration in his honor at 
Millwood, five miles west of Jack- 
sonville. The program was ar- 
ranged by the Morgan County 
Rowe for Governor club and in- 
vitations were sent to party lead- 
ers and workers throughout the 


• Rowe's name has been on the 
state ballot three times. He failed 
to-win the nomination for secre- 
tary of state in 1940 but was 
elected state treasurer in 1946. 


Ran In 1948 


In 1948 he was the unsuccessful 


Republican nominee for lieutenant 
governor. 


He served as secretary of state 


for six months in 1944 by appoint- 
ment of former governor Dwight 
Jreen following the death of Ed- 
ward J. Hughes. He formerly was 
secretary of the Illinois budgetary 
commission and was a member and 
chairman of the Republican state 
central committee. 


Rowe is in the insurance busi- 


ness in Jacksonville. His great 
uncle, Richard Yates sr.. was the 
state's Civil war governor, and 
Rowe's uncle, Richard Yates jr., 
was governor 40 years later.
